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The lower court dismissed the complaint on the ground that the 
evidence for the plaintiff was insufficient as a matter of law. The 
court of appeals, however, held that the facts should have been sub- 
mitted to a jury, which would afford the plaintiff an opportunity to 
prove, if ho could, that the infection was caused by the drinking water. 
A new trial was granted. 



DIVISION OF VENEREAL DISEASES, AUGUST, 1919. 

The accompanying table covers the activities of 161 of the clinics 
operating under the joint control of the United States Public Health 
Service and the State boards of health for the month of August, 1919. 

This table shows that during the month there were 6,884 new 
cases of venereal diseases admitted, making a total of 21,312 under 
treatment, that there were 61,649 treatments administered to the 
patients under the care of these clinics, of which 12,280 were the 
administration of arsphenamine.
